THE SPIRIT OF TRUST 

* ll_ 

Trtujt ruts on the person trusted 
not on his worda or acts for the time 
being; on bis character, rather than 
on bis conduct; on his character u 
vouching for, if not enptalrung, his 
conduct, rather than on h« conduct 
as being the only intelligible prool 
of his character. For this retuwn It 19 
tbat there is always a call for trust 
beyond sight In one'B attitude to* 
■ward even the best of friends; for 
no human friend can bo bear him- 
self that there is never an oppor- 
tunity for distrusting his character, 
- if his conduct of the hour be the 
only basil of trmt In him. Character 
must be rested on as a basis of trutt, 
where conduct ie at the rrfomenr. in- 
explicable; hence it is that one's joy 
and peace of mind and safety in his 
friendship will so- often pivot on 
one's trust in a friend, rather than- 
on that friend's fidelity as a friend. 
Whatever he may be or may do as 
a friend, a man is powerless to win 
that confidence in him which it Is 
for those who watch him to give or 
to withhold at their pleasure. 

To Be Trusted Always 

As in the truest human friendship, 
so in friendship toward God. If God 
is worthy to be trusted.— and that 
question is already settled once for 
all,— Cod is to be trusted always ; to 
be trusted because of what He Is,. 
and not merely because of the proofs 
of His worthiness to be trusted, that 
are multiplied to us hour by hour." 
There are tim» when we cannot 
understand the ways ol Cod; times 
when God's ways might be so in- 
terpreted as -to seem x show a lack 
of wisdom or a lack of love; but 
'then it is that our trust in God is 
to be rested on as having a surer 
basis than our understanding of His 
present providences. No child of 
God has, indeed, a true trust in 
Cod, unless he ean feel and say in 
all sincerity concerning Cod, when 
God's ways are most inscrutable, 
'Though He slay me, yet I will trust 
Him." 

Exercise Trust 

Because trust is noble, and dl9- 
trust is ignoble; because, trust is 
right, and distrust is wrong; be- 
cause trust is the exercise- of our 
better nature, and distrust is the 
exercise of our -baser nature,— 
therefore we ought to exercise trust, 
and to repress distrust, man-^ard 
and God-ward. We are not to con- 
sole, ourselves with the thought thai 
it is natural for us to be suspicious, 
andj to doubt, and that therefore it 
is no shame to us to be in the con- 
stant attitude of distrust toward God 
and toward those whom God has 
given us to.love and to trust. But we 
are to face squarely as a fact the 
possibility and the duty of cultivate 
infr the spirit of trust, and so of 
triumphing over our natural propon* 
airy to evtt In this sphere of char- 
flcttfi So can we continually sing, 
"Truattng The* ever, doubting Thee 

never, 
Kept by Thy grace to stn no more."

"Dunne; Ihc two mininp?. when the 
whole city was mantled in silence, 
only the mournful cooing of the 
pigeons and the pob of 3 woman 
could be heard.

Ait Enormous Ciowd. ' 

An admirable description ot ihc 
scene was given by trw "Uaily Tele- 
graph " from which wc take lite fol- 
lowing extracts: — 

"Nol within iivinc memory has 
such an enormous crowd gathered 
iu front of .the Alan? ion House and 
in its immediate neighbourhood, 
Mafcking Day was tlie iicnrtsi a[>- 
jiroach in point ol tiumber^, but did 
not equal ir. Shortly afit-r 10.J0 a 
detachment from the chief ofiieos of 
the Salvation Army, many hundreds 
strong, and headed by tlio Head- 
quarters Bainl. arrived .it the Man- 
sion House. The intruders ot' tlie 
Bind took their pbec-t .■» the bal- 
cony, and the other.-, boih men stfid 
ivonicii, arranged Theinidvcs on the 



pavement and roadway immediately 
in front, forming a strong; choir to 
lead the singing of the hymns. By 
10.40 the crowd had become .so dense 
that the police stopped the traffic, 
the space immediately in front of the 
Mansion House being kept clear of 
vehicles. A vast sea of people ex- 
tended to the very-steps of the Royal 
Jixchaiic/c on the east, ami a con- 
siderable distance up the Poultry 
on the west, and the only vehicles 
in sight were at CornhHI, Thread- 
needfe Sircel, Princess Street. King 
William Strcei, Poultry, and Queen 
Victoria Street corners. These were 
crowded to their utmost extent, and 
each covered van had from n iloken 
lo a score of young fellows stand- 
ing on ib top. Every window, roof, 
and lialci iy was packed, mid there 
probably'.iavc never been more peo- 
ple gathered at one time, on the 
hrOad roof of (be portico of the 
Royal Exchange. The Lord Mayor 
was at Westminster, hut two of hU 
brother. Aldermen, Colonel Sir 
Charles Wakefield and Sir Horace 
H rooks Marshall, both former Lord 
Mayors, attended in ilicir violet 
gowns. ,ind stood between ilic two 
cenrrc col llln ns facing the Rrent 
crowd. 

'"Within a few seconds of ihc slop- 
|iage of the traffic, Commissioner 
Slapp stepped to ihc front oT tlie 
balcony, and with his right hand 
slightly raised, which cu surer I in- 
stant silence, ciniioimccd, "Let us . 
now all joi» in singing 'Lead kindly 
Light.'" Immediately the men un- 
covered and with all faces turned 
lo the Mansion House, the public 
raised their voices «n singing the 



grand old hyiHiu After an interval 
of n few second;, 'Rock. of Ages' was 
sung, and tliU wns followed by the 
singing of 'Xesrer, my God to Thee.' v ■ 
■To those who were facing the vast 
multitude, it wis clearly evident that 
practicallyeverybody was joining in 
the singing. The hymns were fami- 
liar and favourite ones, aud the ac- 
companiment by rlie Baud admir- 
able. There could be no question 
from the reverent attitude of the 
crowd and the sincerity with which 
they joined in the singing that the 
informal tittle service wag absolutely*^*, j— 
in accordance with their desites. 

Everybody Stood Still. 

*\-\s ilic nearest church clock rane; 
oui the lirit stroke of eleven o'clock. 
everybody =;ood quite still. At Ihc 
cud of two mimiics the sttcucc was 
broken by the shrill notes of a bugle 
sounding "The I-i?t Post/ Following 
this, Commissioner Mapp, in a clear,' 
powerful voice, ivhich cotdd be 
heard for a considerable distance, 
offered an appropriate prayer, dur- 
ing which ihc huge multitude stood 
with howed hends, Then came the 
sinu'iiiR oi '0 God. our help in ages 
past,' and the impressive service 
concluded with the National An- 
llicni. which was sung with great 
fpirit. The crowd then dispersed, 
the iraEik was released, and within 
five luimitL'i the normal life of the 
city was \» full swlti*/' 

the Lord .Mayor later rent the 
Cliiel of rhc Staff a message in ■ 
which he repressed bis cordial ap- 
preciation of the proceedings, and 
his thanks for ibe services rendered 
by the Salvation Armv.

A DANISH delegate lo the recent 
ifitcrnaliounl Congress Against 
AlCOhbHsm thus descrihed the state 
of affairs in his own country:

drunkenness in Denmark decreased 
by four-fifths; for violence, onc- 
lialf; (oT.scxual offences, one-third; 
delirium tremens, by fiftccn-six-

ca5«.' "Workhouses, the ' Salvation 
Army, Missions for ihe Homeless, 
Slum Missions of every tund re- 
ported a '"diminished number of 
"guosts," -while 1 hose who came were 
orderly and better clothed.

Over and over lhc brain repeats 
duriiis the night the events of rhc 
clay, twisting them ' into fantastic 
j-hapes. These ideas float through 
the mind of the child for eight to 
ttti hours out of lhc twenty-four 
—during oiK'-ihird (o one-half of his 
life. Whether- the fancies will lie 
happy or sad it determined hy (he 
last half hour before sleep begins. 
Ast! int.' repetition oT the ideas in- 
Ehieiiecs a child's temperament mak- 
ing it more cheerful or pessimistic. 

That last half hour is nflcn a tax 
njion the, patience of the mother and 
older people. The child is. tired, th* 
activity of lhc day has exhausted 
him arid he relaxes control over him- 
self; he becomes nervous and excit- 
able or sluggish and obstinate. The 
adult is also not so well poised as 
during the day and the sleepy time 
is often a period of conflicts. 

What is the result of discipline 
just before sleep? When a child has 
been very naughty and ■ rcccivcd- 
M>nic physical correction and had a 
goctTcry. he falls intoa deep sleep. 
There 'is a ecriain soolhingnc;* 
about the finality to his treatment; 
he has been upset; in an irrespon- 
sible, capricious frame of mind dur- 
ing bis naughtiness, then in a state 
oi suspense as 10 the oulcomc, and 
ihe punishment has settled his un- 
ctrtaintv. ihcrc is a promise that life 
will rnii smoothly i:i the morning. 
The hard cry exhausts the child 
physically and he is in a stale for 
rd'iiitdinp sleep. 

There is anoibcr kind of crying tf> 
sleep which does not bring rest and 
health. When a child has been just 
a JiTi,c petulant or reluctant tn obey. 
v.^i njughty cnoupb lo Ijc dealt with 
■■e.crelv, tlic adult sometimes speaks 
fian-hly or finds tai,H wjih the child 
;:iid insisis on exact compliance whh 
command*. The little one goes 10 
bed in a bad humonr and cries fret- 
fully. An older child will toss rcM- 
ksi-.y.

Even if the 
displeasure incurred does not cause 
the child to cry himself to sleep, if 
that last event bl I tic day has been 
disagreeable and no reconciliation 
has followed, the unhappy mood 
Colours the night's dreams.

A Good Plan to Keep Record of 

All Business. 

TWENTY THOUSAND farmers' 
account books have heen sup- 
plied io"Canadian farmers by the 
Commission of Conservation for the; 
purpose of keeping records of farm ■ 
accounts. 

This farm record book enables the 
farmer lo keep a complete account 
of all financial transactions on the: 
farm — the receipts a«d sspenditures 
for the several branches of work, 
for horses, cattle, sheep, swine, poul- 
try,, field crops, etc, and for labour 
and miscellaneous; It provides also 
for an inventory of lauds and 
buildings and of live stock, feed and 
supplies, and machinery, together 
with a summary of the, year's busi- 
ness. Instructions for keeping the 
accounts arc elcarly set forth. Ad- 
ditional valuable features arc a ycar- 
■ ly crop yield record, a live stock 
service record, and aids in taking: 
inventories. 

The Commission of Conservation, 
still has a number of tlic farmer's 
account books on hand, in both 
English and French which may he 
obtained at 15 cents per fiopy.

the Affection of our Hearts and 

We 'May Trust Him for 

Keeping Power,

"Though T was in the dark the 
light came to me. It was borne in 
upon inc that there were two 
might v forces, in the world— Good 
and Evil. That there arc God and 
the Devil, and that the Love of 
God is a force sent by Heaven 
alone to save mankind from sin. 
Mystery though it is, 1 uelicvc it is 
throngli the Lord Jesus Christ that 

"When ashore I fill the position 
of Assistant Scrgt.-Major of the 
Chatham Nr.val and Military Home, 
ami it has heen a joy to me to stand 
up anywhere and witness for Christ, 
not only in my ship, hut in a draw- 
ing room meeting led by Lieut.- 
Colonel Mary Murray. Hut mind 
you. it's not all been drawing-room 
meetings with inc since-getting con- 
verted. Yon don't know the boys 
of ihc Navy if you think that. I've 
been heckled and challenged by 
atheists, but. to the glory of God 
I can say it, I've got Ihc better of 
litem any time, for they can't ex- 
plain away my conversion. If they 
don't believe tbc New Testament 
miracles ask them to explain What 
it is that has changed mc, and know- 
ing my story they cannot give any 
other satisfactory answer than tile 
one I give. 

"From ihc morning after my .con- 
version, when 1 found the usual 
package of iilttdol literature await- 
ing mc in the mess, and wrote across 
the package, "Have got converted 
at Ihc Salvation Army' and sent it 
hack, 1 have never received a single 
tract, or pamphlet, or periodical 
from those who formerly used mc 
as an instrument to spread.the in- 
fluence of infidelity In His Ma- , 
jcsty*s Service, nor have T received 
a communication. of any kind from 
lhcm." 

When wc saw our comrade he had 
just returned from a week-end of 
Salvation fighting, with . Comman- 
dant Dorey, and other Naval and 
Military comrades ut Folkestone, 
and It is in this work of saving. men 
our Leaguer finds his greatest nan- 
■ plneea. 



It is not possible to lake hold* of 
the things of God with one hand, 
while holding on to worldly play- 
lliiugs with the -other. He who 
seeks God ^niust be prepared to - 
make a full'surreiulvr of all worldly 
prospects, pleasures and benefits, 
and waii solely upon God. tie niuat 
say, "My soul, wait (hou only upon 
God, for my expectation h from 
Jim]." (Pa. LXI1. 5) He must be 
willing to give Him all the affec- 
tions of his heart; for "thou shalt 
love (he Lord- thy God with all thy 
heart." Will be say the affections 
cannot be ihus compelled ? -Such a 
statement would merely he a con- 
fession that has neglected God; (or 
wc cannot love those whom we have 
neglected. 

Lei him then confess his neglect 
and repent, For this is the place of 
the beginning of a new life; .let him 
pray for the indwelling presence of 
Ihc Holy Spirit, Whom the Father 
grants, to them who ask Mini (Luke 
XL 13), and by Whom "the lore of, 
God H 'shed abroad in our hearts." 
(Rom. V. 5). Let him pray with the 
Psalmist, "Create iu me a clean 
heart, oh God! and renew a right 
spirit within me." (Ps. LI. 10). 

Let him remember that "the eyes 
nf the Lord run lo and fro through- 
out the whole earth to show Himself 
strong in the behalf of them whose 
heart is perfect towards Him." (II. 
Chron. XVI. £>). Let him pray con- 
tinually that God> will cleanse him, 
by the precious blood of Jesus, from 
all affections of the flesh, and create 
within him a desire for heavenly 
things. And let him, through all, re- 
member that the conversion of the 
soul is God's work; that man's ef- 
fort is absolutely futile, for "Salva- 
tion bclongcth to the Lord/' (Ps. 
III. 8). 

All that wc need lo do, and all that 
wc can do, is to be willing that God 
should work in us, "both to will and 
to do of His good pleasure." (Phil. 
II. 13). We' have to put ourselves in 
Mis hands asking that He will 
inshinn us according to His good 
acceptable and perfect wilt so that 
-wc may hir not conformed to this 
Avorld ntoni. XII. 1, 2), and He will 
accomplish that transformation 
which no man can effect for him- 
self; 

"J 'or we arc His workmanship, 
created in Christ Jesus unto good 
works, which Gi;d has before or" 
daincd that we should walk in them" 
(Kph. II. 10). 

' ft is a recognition of Ihc futility 
of human -effort and a failure to 
count upon the power of God that - 
deter many from venturing upon 
the fully consecrated life. Trust 
Him to furnish nil the power, for 
"He is faithful who promised" (Hob, 
X 23).— P. M.
